the throes of a municipal election cam- 
paign which will decide whether its 
Socialist mayor, Daniel A. Hoan will 
bo continued in oflicc for another four 
years.

The threat of the Socialist control 


of the city government that has pre- 
vailed longer than any other city in 
America is provided 
by Milwaukee 


county's prodigious and jovial sheriff— 
Charles A. Schallitz, and Edward A. 
Schubert, an' undertaker who entered 
the contest at the last minute. 


The field will be cut to two in the 


primary March 13, and the two surviv- 
ors will fight it out in the spring elec- 
tion Tuesday, April 3. The city sticks 
to non-partisan elections and hence 
the* selection of the two leading candi- 
dates at the primary rather than the 
nomination of party candidates. 


Keen political observers regard it as 


a certainty the city will select either 
Hoan or Schallitz as mayor, conced- 
ing that they will emerge victorious 
from the primary with Schubert, who 
first aspired for comptroller and then 
switched to the mayorality race, left 
behind. 
Upon his record as the city's chief 


executive for 12 years, Mayor Hoan is 
asking four more years in that capa- 
city and opened his campaign Thurs- 
day night with a plea that a Socialist 
controlled council be elected to carry- 
out his policies. 
Mr. Hoan, the successor to August 


Seidel, first Socialist mayor of any city 
in the United States, has been in pub- 
lic office for 18 years. He was city at- 
torney for six years before being elect- 
ed mayor. As in the past he has the 
lull support of the Socialist party. 


The large form of Mr. Schallitz who 


promised when elected 
sheriff

years ago to .be the best sheriff "Mil- 
waukee county ever had, looms as the 
real threat to Mr. Hoan achieving his 
aspirations.

creased sales in restaurants and the 
bill looks some thing like this:

And this is a low estimate, for it 


does not include losses in the otjier ex- 
change which ' close with the 
"big 


board," nor the decreased sales of the 
1,001 incidents necessary to the daily 
conduct of business. But it may serve 
to explain why stock exchange of- 
ficials turn deaf ears upon frequent 
requests for holidays. 


Brokers probably sustain the great- 


est loss, for with exchange seats, or 
memberships, selling at $300,000 and 
dues comparatively 
high, a 
"broker 


must earn $70 a day just to pay the 
interest on these two items. As the 
average broker is said to earn only 
about .$25,000 a year, he has rather a 
narrow margin for expenses and loss- 
es.

steeplechase, cycling, basketball, hand- 
ball, swimming, gymnastics, yachting, 
bowling and billiards. 


"The right panel represents in its me- 


dallions racing, rowing, track and 
field 


and football, and in the surrounding half 
sections skating, hockey, soccer, fencing, 
wrestling, pole-vaulting, boxing and mo-' 
tor-boating. In the rose pattern above the 
two panels, completing the window, the 
medallion shows an angel in flowing 
robes placing laurel wreath upon the 
brow of an athlete.''

little ulcers arc produced by slight trauma, injury-, 
by tooth brush, excessively hot or cold food, bitm^ 
and the l:ke. and the-injured tissue becomes infected 
by ficrms from .some septic focus—a decayed tooth, 
infected tfums, tonsils .sinus. Omit toothbrush ing. 
Once daily touch each canker with a mixture of 
glycerin and tinctures of iodin, half and half. A 
dozen times a day use a wram boric acid solution 
as mouthwash—teaspoonful boric acid in pint boiled 
water, particularly before and after food. The g'ly- 
wrin-iodm smarts for a moment, then seems to re- 
lieve soreness. 
If it is objectionable, then use in- 


stead 
a 
remedy that has proved so valuable in 


"trench mouth" or Vincent's angina—u. paste made 
by moistening sodium per-borate with water, al- 
lowing this to remain on the sores five rr'nutes 
once a day.

The calcium carbonate for stomach acidity help- 


ed me wonderfully and 1 am grateful to you for 
recommending it. Is there any way to fill out a 
very thin neck?

prepared chnlk. is often preferable"to soda as an 
antacid, and 10 grains will generally neutralise ex- 
cessive acidity in the stomach for several hours.

all the beauty parlor bunk, no known method will 
briny either increased fat or plumpness or dimin- 
ished lat or plumpness in a particular place.

certificate, found among the papers 
of a piont-er settler who died here 
four years ago, is being displayed as 
a relic of an ill-fated financial ven- 
ture of over 40 years ago. which de- 
prived numerous prominent residents 
here of many thousand dollars. 


The 
certificate 
representing 
10 


shares of mining tsock at $100 each 
was issued by the Arizona Peerless 
Silver Mining Co., a Kansas corpora- 
tion, •which appears to have been the 
forerunner of the Ida Gold and Silver 
Mining Co., of Arizona, incorporated 
iii Wisconsin. The latter was organ- 
ized at Fond du Lac in the'early 80's 
at the instigation of a certain judge 
from Great Bend, Kansas, who held 
an option on partly developed prop- 
erties in a mining district in Arizona, 
Stock was 
sold 
wherever 
buyers 


could be found. When a trusted sales- 
man entered this locality, consider- 
able stock was disposed of among the 
simple farmers unversed in financial 
lore, who, after scarcely twenty years 
of settlement were beginning to reap 
returns from their strenuous toils in 
the forest wilderness. 


The venture proved to be a failure. 


When the mining operations failed to 
develop properly, 
suspicions of the 


shareholders were aroused. There are 
those here who recall how in primitive 
simplicity, on a pile of logs in this 
village, defrauded stockholders held 
a meeting which ultimately led to the 
arrest of the salesman ui 1887, his 
trial in circuit court in Calumet coun/ 


ty, and acquittal for lack of proof of 
fraudulent intentions.

document now displayed here does not 
bespeak its 45 years of existence.

served during the life of the holder 
with all the care becoming an object 
for which many hundred dollars ot 
hard-earned cash were given • in ex- 
change, the paper is still in Its orig- 
inal crispness, and the name of tho 
shareholder and the signatures of the 
president and secretary of the compa- 
ny stand forth as legibly as ,on the 
day when they were -written. Invest- 
ments here in the unfortunate enter- 
prise are said to have totalled $15,000.
